BERLIN, Nov. 29—German pilots returning from night 
raids over Britain declared today that the port of Liver­ 
pool was left a “roaring inferno” after last night’s con­ 
centrated aerial attacks. 
Reports from German airmen who participated in the 
attack indicated it was the most extensive and violent 
struck by the Luftwaffe, since the devastating assault on 
Coventry. 
(Liverpool, Britain’s great port on the northwestern 
Mersey River, is one of the most important points in Hie 
British JLsles for handling traffic from North America.) 
Beginning at twilight last evening with the initial group 
of attacks the raid on Liverpool grew “hour by hour” as 
the darkness deepened, German quarters said. 
Finally, they declared, waves of hundreds of German 
planes were pounding important points in Liverpool so 
that numerous fires finally merged into a “ mass con­ 
flagration.’’

“I t’s the last picture you’ll take of me because tom orrow I ’m going 
aw ay for a long, long tim e,” the 63-year-old m arket speculator who in 
his life tim e won and lost m illions of dollars in dizzy m anipulations 
told the photographer W ednesday night a t the S to rk Club where he 
w as dining w ith Mrs. Liverm ore. 
E xactly 24 hours later the m an who w as still know n as the “boy 
plunger of W all S treet,” a title t --------------------------------- 
he earned 30 years ago, sent a 
bullet crashing into his brain in a 
cloak-room in the Sherry-N ether- 
land Hotel on Fifth Avenue. 
To his wife, the form er Mrs. 
H arriet Metz Noble, daughter of 
a w ealthy O m aha brew er whom 
he m arried in 1933, he left an 
eight-page incoherent letter. 
In­ 
tertw ined w ith sentim ents of deep 
affection w ere Liverm ore’s asser­ 
tions th a t his life had been a 
“failure" and th a t he w as “tired 
of fighting.” 
Finally Lost for Good 
Liverm ore began his spectacu­ 
lar career w ith the first $10 he 
saved from his w ages as a board 
boy in a Boston brokerage house. 
He pooled it w ith the money of 
another clerk and eventually par­ 
layed it into a fortune, on paper.

Jesus told them to tell no man 
this, and He tried to tell them of 
his coming suffering and cruci­ 
fixion, but they never seem to 
have taken His words seriously. 
Possibly they did not want to 
think of such things and so re­ 
fused to believe. 
About eight days after this epi­ 
sode, Jesus took Peter, James and 
John and went up into a moun­ 
tain to pray. 
The disciples were 
weary and slept, but waking, they 
saw Jesuss face transfigured with 
glory. 
His clothes, too, shone 
white and glistening, and two 
men were with Him whom the 
disciples saw were Moses and 
Elijah. 
As the two prophets left, Peter 
said, “Master it is good for us to 
be here,” and suggested that they 
build three tabernacles there, one 
for Jesus, and one each for the 
prophets. 
A cloud came over 
them, frightening the disciples, 
and from the cloud a voice came 
to them, saying: “This is My be­ 
loved Son: hear Him.” 
Next day, when they were come 
down from the hills, a man came 
to them crying that his only child 
was possessed with an evil spirit 
which made him foam at the 
mouth, 
and

threw him 
down and hurt him. The disciples 
had tried to cure him, said the 
man, but had failed.

To show how broadminded Je­ 
sus was, John told Him that they 
had seen a man casting out devils 
in the name of Jesus, and asked 
if they should stop him.

The Inhospitable Samaritans 
Starting for Jerusalem, Jesus 
and the disciples came to a Sa­ 
maritan village. The people there 
were not hospitable, and the dis­ 
ciples were angry and asked Je­ 
sus if they should call down fire 
from heaven to destroy the town. 
Jesus rebuked them, saying: “Ye 
know not what manner of spirit 
ye are of. For the Son of Man is 
not come to destroy men’s liv e s, 
but to save them.” 
And they 
went on to another village. 
A certain man said 
to the 
Lord: “Lord, I will follow thee 
whithersoever Thou goest.” 
But 
Jesus 
answered: 
“Foxes 
have 
holes, and bir ls of the air have 
nests; but the Son of Man hath 
not where to lay His head.” 
To another man Jesus said, 
“Follow me.” 
The man said he 
must first bury his father. Jesus 
said: “Let the dead bury their 
dead: but go thou and preach the 
kingdom of God.” 
To another 
who said, “Lord, I will follow 
Thee; but let me first go and bid 
them farewell which are at home 
at my house.” He said, “No man 
having put his hand to the plow, 
and looking back, is fit for the 
kingdom of God.” He meant that 
preaching of the gospel is the 
most important thing of all, and 
will not wait for anything.

who is called to that duty, must 
give up everything for it.

eruption, This particularly ap­ 
plies to elderly people with thin, 
atrophic skin. For them any soap 
is likely to be irritant. 
Some soap substitutes are ob­ 
tainable although none of them is 
entirely satisfactory. 


The reason these conditions are 
better in warm weather is prob­ 
ably due to perspiration. A derma­ 
tologist named Hansen tested the 
alkalinity of the skin after the 
use of soap and found that it or­ 
dinarily took two and a half hours 
for it to return to normal but only 
one-half hour if the patient was 
perspiring freely. 
Dishwashers, cooks, hairdress­ 
ers, bartenders, nurses and order­ 
lies are all liable to the same di­ 
sease. 
Prevention of the condition in 
those who have their hands in 
dishwater is best accomplished by 
wearing of rubber gloves when 
performing household duties. 
The search for a good substi­ 
tute for soap is being prosecuted 
with a fair degree of success. The 
use of olive oil or liquid petro­ 
latum may work in some cases; in 
others a form of sulfonated oil as 
a substitute for so&p has been 
quite successful. I know of one or 
two cases in which the use of men\- 
shaving cream (not soap) ha 
been very grateful. 


QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 
M. C. S.:—“What do you do for 
ear itch and wax with bad odor 
in the ear?” 
Answer—This is either due to 
infection of the inner car with dis 
charge, or eczema of the ear. The 
wax can be softened by oil and the 
eczema treated by pledgets of cot­ 
ton saturated with zinc oxide 
ointment, but either condition is 
best treated by a specialist who 
uses an ear speculum and can see 
the exact condition.
